HARDING EMPHATICALLY TELLS 


IOWA AUDIENCE HE IS FLATLY 
OPPOSED TO DEMOCRATS'LEAGUE

Republican Candidate, Off His Front Porch, Declares His 


Position And That Of -Democratic Candidate Are 
£lear And Exactly Opposite—Says Those Who Vote 
Democratic Should Offer Prayer. 


DES MOINES, IOWA, Oct. 7—Sen- 


ator Warren G. Harding opened bis 
five days' invasion of the middle west 
here today with a broadside attack 
on the Wilson league of nations, and 
a promise that as soon as possible af- 
ter election, he -will consult with the 
"best minds" of the country and Es- 
pecially with the United States sen-- 
ate toward the formation of an assoc- 
clatlon of nations designed to promote 
International peace. 


Speaking for the first time since 


President Wilson's recent appeal in 
the league's behalf, Senator Harding 
asserted that the league already has 
been "scrapped by the hand of its own 
chief architect." 
• , 


An audience of nearly, 10,000 per- 


sons who crowded the coliseum here, 
Heard the senator's assault on the 
league and a sternly uttered warning 
•which accompanied it. 


"To those," he said, "who desire to 


Incur ,the hazard of entrusting any 
of the powers of the republic to the 
direction of a super-government or 
a council of foreign powers I frankly 
Bay:-vote the Democratic ticket and 
pray G-od to protect you from the con- 
sequences of your folly." 
"Interpretative" or "clarifying" res- 


ervations, designed to make more spe- 
cific America's obligations under the 
league, ar« not sufficient safeguard 
for American Independence, Senatorv 
Harding declared. Those obligations, 
lie said, are already specific enough. 


"I want to turn my back on them," 


he asserted. "It is not interpretation, 
but rejection, that I am seeking."

Deflated Sugar 


T 


HE total cost of living has registered an increase of 88 per 
cent since July, 1914. Last June sugar, selling from the 


refinery at 26.50 cents, was for the consumer almost 400 per 
c«mt. above the 1914 price of 6 cents. 
The drop to 15 cents a 
pound, the present retail price, is consequently not surprising. 
Manipulation was bound to fail sooner or later, and if it failed 
more quickly than was expected it merely made comment on 
the rashness of those who pushed-a good thing too fast and lar. 
Sugar is still at a healthy point 150 per cent, above Its 1914 


level 
The fall to $9.35 and $9 wholesale prices, predicted for 
October and November, is consequently possible. o That would 
leave a retail price of 10 or 11 cents, or from 66 2-8 to 83 per 
cent, above the pre-war level. Theoretically there la no reason 
why sugar could not stand such a drop. It would still show an 
increase from 1914 greater than that of any of the five budget 
items listed by the Monthly Labor Review save clothing and 
food. Whether the price wi\l actually reach this level and stay 
there, however, depends entirely upon the sugar production and 
demand of the world. 
, 
Signs are promising. Czechoslovakia is producing con- 
siderable quantities of sugar, and has sold us 16,800,000 pounds. 
Germany expects to increase her output from 750,000 to l,o<J<V 
000 tons. Great Britain plans to create a beet sugar industry. 
In South Africa there was a 30,000«ton increase in the Natal 
crop: and further growth in this new South African industry is 
expected. With Cuba, Hawaii, the Philippine Islands, and Java 
continuing their production of cane sugar, it will not be long 
before the manipulation of sugar prices will be possible on a 
small scale only. 
,.

Unquestionably the shadow of an approaching condition 


of normality has aided the descent of American prices. The 
water in sugar was considerable, but it is being got out at last, 
"and there is evidence that the water-squeezing will extend into 
a period of economic solidity which may bring a permanent de- 
"cline to something like 10 cents retail It is clear enough today 
that the stubborn protests of producers and refiners that the 
sugar costs were not excessive were quite as unfounded as peo- 
ple believed them to be. The question now is how soon we shall 
have a similar proof concerning clothing, coal, city rents, and—
